Sandberg Attends Ohio 
Traffic Conference 


O. W. Sandberg, Transportation Director 
for the A. F. B. F., last Friday attended a 
meeting of Farm Bureau traffic and maiket- 
ing representatives held in the offices of the 
Ohio Farm Bureau Federation, Columbus, 
Ohio, at which the principal subiect discuss- 
ed was reduced rates on stockeis and feed- 
ers. 

In order to expedite the handling of this 
matter a committee composed of C. S. Long, 
traffic manager, Ohio Farm Bureau Federa- 
tion; A. P. Mills, traffic manager, Michigan 
State Farm Bureau; E. V. Titus, traffic 
manager, New York State Farm Bureau, 
and Mr. O. W. Sandbeig, were appointed 
and instructed to call a meeting of all in- 
terested carriers and shippers’ representa- 
tives at the Book-Cadillac Hotel, Detroit, 
Michigan, on April 6. 

At the present time feeders shipped into 
the above states outside of a small portion 
of Michigan pav the same rate as fat stock 
ready for slaughter and the eastern feeder 
feels that he should have the same basis of 
rates as are now in effect in western and 
southern territory. American Farm Bureau 
Weekly, March 9.

Address of W. M. Jardine, Secretary of Agriculture, Before Texas and Southwestern 
Cattle Raisers Association, Fort Worth, Texas, March 10th. 


It is a great satisfaction to me to foregather again with cattle- 
men of this Southwestern country, this time under conditions which 
speak clearly of returning confidence and optimism. — ; 

The cattle industry has indeed been through the fire since 1920. 
Of all the major lines of production that were plunged into the post- 
war depression, the range cattle industry suffered perhaps most 
severely. Its difficulties continued long after producers in many 
other lines had begun to recover. But the range country has met 
its trials with the old unbreakable spirit of courageous self-reliance. 
It has not gone out looking for some economic panacea. The whole 
country pays its tribute of respect not only to the men of the West 
who have successfully fought through these dark years but to those 
men who gamely went down in the struggle. ; 

Now we begin to see daylight ahead, not merely in cattle but 
in the whole agricultural situation. Agriculture as a whole is slow- 
ly but surely climbing back to its rightful place among the great 
productive industries of the Nation. The heavy net movement of 
population away from the farms has apparently subsided. Farm 
products have greatly improved in purchasing power, although they 
are not yet back to a parity of exchange for 
industrial goods and services. Land values 
show sings of improvement, at least in some 
sections, and farm property is once more 
beginning to find buyers in the open market. 
There are many signs that agricultural re- 
adjustment has proceeded to the point of 
real stabilization and that better times are 
definitely in sight. 

Not the least significant factor in this 
readjustment has been the better balance 
finally achieved in live stock production. 
The country’s live stock inventory has been 
gradually worked back into line with peace- 
time requirements—a process involving 
hardships for many producers and most 
skillful management all round. 

On January 1, 1920, the total number 
of cattle in the United States was 68,800,000 
head. The Department of Agriculture, us- 
ing the latest census and checking carefully 
from statistics of assessment, marketings, slaughter and other 
sources, estimates that between January 1, 1920, and January 1, 
1926, the total number of cattle in the United States decreased 
about 9,000,000 head. 

There has apparently been a decrease of about 2,500,C00 head 
of strictly beef-producing cows. During the period, cows and heif- 
ers over 2 years old declined 1,600,000 head. The department’s es- 
timate indicates an increase during the six-year period of about 
900,000 head in cows kept for milk. Many of the cows counted as 
milk cows, however, are of beef type, and their calves are saved for 
beef purposes. 

_In the thirteen western cattle States the estimated decreases 
during the six years by kinds are as follows: All cows, 830,000; 
heifers, 378,000; steers, 1,341,000; calves 797,000. 

_In the six North Central States west of the Mississippi River, 
which are the chief competitors with the thirteen western States in 
eef cattle production, the estimated reduction in all cattle in the 
SIX years was 1,126,000 head, notwithstanding that Nebraska and 


Kansas, which are among the leading beef cattle States, actually 
increased in cattle during that period. 

The decrease in various kinds of cattle in the past six years 
shows a marked shift from steers to breeding stock and a marked 
increase in the milking of cows in the beef cattle States. It is a 
striking feature of the supply situation that the number of steers 
has been declining at the rate of about half a million head a year. 
As a result, the number of steers in the country is now about 30 per 
cent smaller than in 1920. 

During the six years from 1920 through 1925, the total inspect- 
ed slaughter of cattle and calves in the United States was about 
80,000,000 head, of which about 53,000,000 were cattle and 27,000,000 
calvés. This is equivalent to an average slaughter of 13,390,000 
head. In the areas. from which the supply of cattle going into in- 
spected slaughter: largely comes, the decrease in numbers, during 
the six years, was about 7,000,000 head. It is thus indicated that 
an average slaughter of 13,390,000 head resulted in an average an- 
nual decrease of about 1,200,000 head in numbers. The conclusion 
seems well founded that a slaughter greatly exceeding 12,200,000 
head a year may be expected to deplete the 
cattle numbers still further. That figure 
would be almost 20 per cent less than the 
slaughter during 1925. 

The apparent consumption of beef and 
veal, as computed from Federally inspected 
slaughter with adjustment for exports, im- 
ports, and storage, has been as follows dur- 
ing the last six years:

Per capita consumntion apparently increas- 
ed about seven pounds between 1921 and 
1925. When one reflects that this increased

more animals, it means something. 

What, indeed, do all these figures mean? In a nutshell, they 
mean that liquidation of cattle has gone far enough to assure some 
degree of stability for the industry as a whole. They mean that the 
country is sold down very much shorter on steers than on cows; 
that the trend in the market demand is toward the younger, lighter 
weight, but high quality animal. They mean that the odds are be- 
ginning to favor the cattle raiser so far as the supply end is con- 
cerned, but that the situation has little in it yet to justify anything 
but careful, conservative procedure. 

Underneath the casual figures of supply and slaughter lies a 
deeper story of developments in this range country. The events 
since the war represent only one rather harsh chapter in a longer 
story of readjustment. We are going through a period of profound 
transition in this cattle business. The old days of the uncrowded 
open range are gone. With their passing has gone likewise the old 
unreckoning, easy-going, speculative scheme of things. We have 
moved forward into the day of higher priced land and labor, of 
heavy fixed charges, of stronger competi- (Continued on page 16

much to the contrary. But a perusal of the list of ruannersup makes 
us think that perhaps these good specimens are worthy of careful 
scrutiny also. And for that reason the Journal will dig out a few 
of them and attempt an analysis of their breeding just to see what 
breeding really means; whether or not a pedigree is of real value. 

The first of this series will be the Junior and Reserve Cham- 
pion female at the recent International. This happened to be Pride 
of Rosemere 67th 379980, bred, owned and showed by Congdon & 
Battles, of Yakima, Washing- 
ton, a tidy youngster and in- 
deed promising.

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Putting Good Beef 
Over 


he above caption the Pacific Rural 
Ray nee 23, 1926, comes forward 
with the following comment upon the suc- 
cessful methods used by the Harrison Stock 
Farms in bringing home to those in their 
immediate community the “difference be- 
tween real beef and the article usually hand- 
ed out over the retail meat shop counter. The 
Pacific Coast country seems to appreciate 
the Aberdeen-Angus and his ability to grow 
into the kind of beef that they would like to 
have served from their kitchens. The pub- 
licity the breed is gaining through such 
achievements as is here described is of the 
verv best and most impressive sort. Follow- 
ing is what the Rural Press has to say: 

Kenneth McGregor, who came to Cali*or- 
nia last spring to manage the Harrison Stock 
Farms at Woodland and Kirkwood, finds 
that people here are interested in good cat- 
tle of any breed or color, just as they are in 
Canada, North Dakota and other places 
where he and other members of the McGreg- 
or family have interested themselves in the 
Aberdeen-Angus. Having had plenty of ex- 
perience in pioneering with this breed, and 
suecessful pioneering at that, he was not 
unmindful of the burdens of the undertak- 
ing, but knowing that ultimately each breed 
will find the place to which its merits en- 
titles it, and being thoroughly “sold” on the 
Aberdeen-Angus he tackled the job with con- 
fidence and intelligent enthusiasm, and is 
getting results. As noted in a letter of re- 
cent date inquiries are numerous and sales 
satisfactory. He says further: 

“Our Aberdeen-Angus cattle are doing ex- 
tra well. We brought fifty young bulls 
down to Woodland from Corning. We are 
feeding these young weaned bulls on alfalfa 
hay and silage and they are certainly grow- 
ing out in great shape. Our older yearling 
bulls are on our range at Corning; they are 
running on a big grass field and are being 
fed some hay besides—they are doing won- 
derfully and are keeping themselves in good, 
vigorous, hard condition, ready to go out and 
do service at any time. 

“This has been a great year for the Aber- 
deen-Angus breed. They have practically 
swept everything before them in competi- 
tion with the other beef breeds at the big 
live stock shows of the world. Every year’s 
shows bring the Aberdeen-Angus breed of 
cattle more prominently before the public 
and there is probably no other breed mak- 
ing the rapid progress that the Aberdeen- 
Angus breed is making. They are becoming 
most favorably known in the feed lot, on 
the farm and on the ranch. Discriminat- 
ing live stock markets have always been 
strong for Aberdeen-Angus as their carcass 
is always most attractive when hung up. 
Our spayed heifer, Pride Harrison, which we 
showed this year, was brought home from 
Chicago and slaughtered by our local butch- 
er. By careful official weights she weighed 
1,006 pounds alive and dressed 704 pounds— 
a dressing percentage of approximately 70 
ber cent. Her carcass was viewed, when 
hung in the local butcher shop, by around 
two hundred people during the week between 
Christmas and New Year, and was declared 
by most people who had a piece of the meat 
as being the finest they had ever eaten. The 
result of this is that there is springing up 
quite a local demand for hish-class baby 
beef. The Aberdeen-Angus breed has al- 
ways been noted for its ability to produce 
wonderful beef at an early age. The de- 
mands of the markets today are for the low- 
set, thick, early developing types of cattle 


and the Aberdeen-Angus breed has always. 


filled this demand and the increase in busi- 
ness of this type of cattle is helping to bring 
the Aberdeen-Angus prominently before the 
public.” 

Bringing back the show heifer, Pride Har- 
rison, and letting the people in Yolo county 
determine for themselves just what Aber- 
deen-Angus beef is like by eating some of 
it, is practical breed promotion. The only 
answer to that kind of an argument is more 
of the same thing or something just as good, 
and the only answer to that demand is the 
breeding of the kind of stock that produces 
prime meat and taking the trouble to prop- 
erly finish it. If all breeders would do like- 
wise; that is, bring their fat show animals 
back into the territory where it is produced, 
give the home folks a chance at it, the ques- 
tion of an outlet for surplus breeding stock 
would soon solve itself.

Kansas Breeders Meet 
at Manhattan 


The Kansas Aberdeen-Angus Breeders’ 
Association held its annual meeting at Man- 
hattan, Kansas, February 12, 1926. The 
meeting was only one of the events associat- 
ed with Farm and Home Week at the Kansas 
State Agricultural College, so that there was 
a fairly good attendance when in the ab- 
sence of President Wyckoff, the meeting was 
— to order by A. J. Schuler, vice presi- 

ent. 

The secretary reported on the work of the 
association during the past year which 
among other things included the appropria- 
tion of $100 for calf club work and $100 for 
carload lots of feeder cattle at the American 
Royal Live Stock Show. The appreciative 
and enthusiastic letters received from club 
boys who were fortunate in winning some of 
the association specials, more than proved 
that the funds thus used were well invested. 

Johnson Workman, one of the most ardent 
and enthusiastic backers of the “Blacks” 
and now the Kansas representative on the 
Board of Directors of the National Associa- 
tion, gave a very comprehensive report of 
the annual meeting held during the Interna- 
tional week at Chicago. Everyone present 
was heartily in accord with the policies of 
the new administration and expressed them- 
selves as willing to go out of their way to 
help the association. 

A progressive step was taken when the as- 
sociation passed a resolution requesting the 
State Live Stock Sanitary Commission to 
make 60-day restesting compulsory on all 
pure bred cattle brought into the state and 
all reactors be returned to point of origin. 

Considerable time was spent discussing 
the matter of appropriations for the coming 
year, but as,the time was getting late the 
matter was placed in the hands of a com- 
mittee for further action. It is hoped that 
through the cooperation of the Missouri and 
Kansas associations that the classification 
for feeder cattle at the American Royal may 
be made more attractive to breeders of Ab- 
erdeen-Angus cattle through increased prem- 
ium money. There should be a much bet- 
ter representation of the breed at that show 
and it is hoped that the combined efforts of 
the two associations may have some effect. 

All present expressed their hopes that 
the spring of 1927 will bring forth an array 
of breeding cattle at Kansas City in the 
form of a show and sale. The general opin- 
ion however, was that such a sale be held 
under the supervision of the National As- 
sociation and that the guarantee given in 
the catalogue be binding. 

The election of officers for the year re- 
sulted in the following slate being installed: 
A. J. Schuler, Chapman, President; J. B. 
Hollinger, Chapman, Vice President; H. G. 
Schroeder and F. P. Chilen, members of the 
board of directors; David L. Mackintosh, 
Manhattan, Secretary-treasurer. 

Everyone left the meeting enthused over 
the brightening prospects for the breed and 
all eager to do their part.

NO HORNS, BEST BEEF, STAND COLD WINDY WEATHER. 

This is the tribute paid to the Aberdeen-Angus breed by Ches- 
ter A. Williams, of Tie Siding, Wyoming, who has been “following 
after” Aberdeen-Angus cattle for thirty years or more according to 
his own statements. “Our range is up in the air between 7700 and 
8600 feet elevation. We grow but very little hay. The hay we have 
here is from the native soi! just as God left it. We don’t farm any 
to speak of. Potatoes for the use of the family is our crop. For 
additional feed we use cotton cake. We are pasturing at the present 
time (March 1st) 125 head of Aberdeen-Angus cattle with the ad- 
dition of one-half pound of cotton cake. We are running she stuff 
and as the cows begin to show calf pretty strong they are put in- 
to another pasture where we feed five pounds of hay and a pound 
of cotton cake.” After giving this detailed description of how they 
grow good Aberdeen-Angus cattle Mr. Williams concludes his letter 
by saying: “Now I am going to give some reasons why I like the 
Black cattle: Good rustlers, good mothers, good milkers, no horns, 
best beef, stand cold windy weather.” 

With these years of experience and a tribute like this to the 
Aberdeen-Angus qualifications for range purposes how can there 
be any successful argument against this breed taking its place on 
the range where conditions are similar or better than mentioned by 
Mr. Williams? There are many others who might give similar ex- 
periences, and there are many men ranging cattle of nondescript 
breeding that could well afford to build a good Black herd even

A decrease of approximately 8 per cent in the number of hogs 
on farms at the beginning of 1926 will require more than a season 
or two or at least more than a crop or two for replacement, De. 
spite the relatively high price for pork the last week of January 
1926, showed an export increase of 1,156,000 pounds of |ard as 
against the last week of January, 1925. This condition in itself wil] 
tend to support a strong hog market for the future. 

The decline in number of cattle is nearly 5 per cent and it will 
require a much longer period to overcome this shortage. It looks 
much to us like the beef producers of America are in for several 
years of prosperous production. With this enormous corn crop on 
hand and much of it in rather bad condition for holding it would 


seem that the cattle producer would have learned his lesson well, 


As for him there is but one way to market successfully his com 
crop year after year and that is to feed to live stock—high quality 
steers. Steers that require sires of superior quality, these to be 
followed by hogs of equal merit. 

There is but one way to produce this sort of sires and that is 
from pure bred foundations. Hence the pure bred breeding business 
must of necessity rise to meet the requirements of the occasion, It 
behooves, therefore, every breeder and farmer who is in position to 
do so, to purchase as many outstanding breeding cows of the proper 
type and excellence as his funds will permit. If as Mr. DeVore has 
said good sows will not be out of line at $200.00 to $500.00 each 
what will be the real value of cows of real merit? If young boars 
wil be worth practicaily the same prices what will be the value of a 
real herd bull? 

There can be no questioning the fact that the day we have all 
so anxiously looked forward to as the turning point is no longer in 
the offing but that it has arrived, is now with us, and in fact we 
are well along on the first lap of the race to prosperous conditions 
in the cattle industry generally. Some eminent authority has said 
that a pound of pork represents approximately five pounds of cor, 
and by the way that was no less authority, than President C. H. 
Richeson of the National Corn Growers Association. Is there a 
more pleasant way to consume the corn crop than through the pro- 
cess of “putting away” a nice juicy steak, or a big Sunday roast? 


PREDICTS BRISK DEMAND 
FROM WESTERN RANCHMEN. 

Our good friend Cyrus Tow, former Hereford breeder at Nor- 
way, Iowa, and now manager for one of the Woods Brothers ranches 
some twenty miles west of Lincoln, Nebraska, was back to Benton 
county March first and closed a deal for 50 head of high class breet- 
ing cattle to be sent back to the Woods Brothers, who are very 0D 
timistic as to the future of the cattle business. In fact they pul- 
chased a carload of breeding cattle at Sioux City recently and ex- 
pect to return to Iowa for more in the near future. Mr. Tow who 
has been more closely in contact with the range trade and condi- 
tions of late predicts that the corn belt will be called upon to con- 
tribute heavily in all three breeds of beef cattle from now for se¥- 
eral years and cited in his interview several recent sales to Westem 
and Southwestern ranchers. Cowmen have come to realize more 
fully of late the real value of outstanding pure bred sires when it 
comes to making the kind of steers that claim top prices at the 
markets and for that reason they are more discriminating in theit 
selections. The range demand for pure bred Aberdeen-Angus bulls 
is increasing really faster than supporters of this breed had antic’ 
pated. This is a rather pleasant situation and one that speaks vor 
umes for the success these sleek black bulls (Continued on page 
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March 15. 1926

Everett C. Brown, issued the fol- 


Live Stock Exchange, 
towing statement today: 
«“— have been importuned for information 
as to what is the matter with the cattle 
market. In my opinion the trouble may be 
definitely located in the sphere of distribu- 
tion. Bullocks worth $16 or more last fall 
have declined meanwhile to an $11 basis, 
and 90-day fed cattle worth $14 to $15 at 
that time are now selling at $8.50 to $9. 


“Consumers have had little, if any, bene- 
fit from this decline in live cattle prices, 
although wholesale dressed beef prices have 
followed the live cattle market downward. 
This is where the corn grower is actually 
penalized and meat consumers are getting 
practically no advantage from cheap corn. 

“My opinion is that both fat cattle and 
corn have touched bottom prices for the sea- 
son and are likely to gradually advance. The 
crop of thin western cattle that went into 
corn belt feed lots last fall is being steadily 
worked off and cannot be replaced, as there 
is a pronounced shortage of thin and young 
cattle all over the trans-Missouri breeding 
ground. 

“The cattle market advances promptly 
and sharply on every short 1un, showing that 
current heavy beef production is being read- 
ily absorbed. In my judgment, cattle are 
ripe for an advance of $1 per ewt., and will 
do so before they react 50 cents. Such an 
advance should not affect the consumer. 

“Corn is worth 45 to 55 cents all over the 
west; low grade corn has little commercial 
value. The obvious method of reducing the 
surplus, if such exists, is by conversion into 


beef. 

“We have 100,000,000 meat eaters to satis- 
fy, and, with a short hog crop, beef must 
stand the shock. It is now evident that a 
normal accumulation of hog product in pack- 
ers’ cellars during the winter packing season 
is impossible. 

“Inquiry is also reaching me somewhat 
voluminously concerning the probable action 
of the hog market. Hogs and cattle are sell- 
ing out of line, because the former are 
scarce, the latter plentiful. This discrep- 
ancy will be adjusted by an advance in cat- 
tle the moment the heavy winter run sub- 
sides. This can be said about the hog mark- 
et; hogs can be fed into good weights right 
along to pay well for their board, but my 
advice to growers is to take advantage of a 
good market and let hogs that have attained 
weight go to market. Outstaying a good 
market is doubtful judgment. 

“Tf consumers had access to beef at prices 
in line with what feeders are getting for 
their live stock, demand would be materially 
stimulated and the fat cattle market put on 
a healthy basis at higher levels. 

“We are on a hand-to-mouth meat supply 
basis and will continue so. The logical meth- 
od of disposing of low grade corn is by feed- 
ing it to cattle and hogs.”—Drovers Jour- 
nal, March 1.

Among them you will be able to find some- 
thing that will please. They are sired by 
what Mr. Fink terms “one of the best bulls 
of the breed” and there is but little reason 
to doubt his judgment in the matter. The 
bull referred to is Ericson 344148 who is sir- 
-ed by Edinboro and he has for dam the great 
cow Edella of Page. In his enumeration of 
the sires appearing in the tabulations of 
these bulls will be found a number of Inter- 
national grand champions, indicating that 
great care has been exercised in selecting 
the breeding stock in the Stanwix herd as 
it is called. 


Pure Bred Live Stock Prices Trend Upward. 

A definitely upward trend in prices of 
pure bred live stock during the past year 
compared with the three preceding years is 
reported by the Department of Agriculture, 
as shown in preliminary tabulations of a na- 
tion-wide survey. 

Reports on sale prices of pure bred live 
stock have been obtained from approximate- 
ly 15,000 breeders in all parts of the coun- 
try. Detailed results of the survey will be 
released by the department as rapidly as 
completed. 

Separate reports wil be issued on each of 
5 breeds of hogs, 3 breeds of beef cattle, 4 
breeds of dairy cattle, 2 breeds of dual-pur- 
pose cattle, and 2 breeds of sheep. Sum- 
mary reports will cover cattle, hogs, and 
sheep. 

Both the summary reports and the individ- 
ual breed reports will be segregated on the 
basis of sex and age and will show average 
prices for each group. The reports will in- 
clude both private and auction sales with 
separate totals and prices for each.

Mills Aberdeen-Angus Cattle Judging Medal 
Won by Missouri Farm Boy. 

The Mills Aberdeen-Angus Medal offered 
by John C. Mills, Jr., Kirksville, Missouri, 
breeder of Aberdeen-Angus cattle, and one 
of the Directors of the American Aberdeen- 
Angus Breeders’ Association, to the best 
judge of beef cattle in the Annual Short 
Course Live Stock Judging Contest at the 
University of Missouri, Columbia, Missouri; 
was won by Mr. Charles E. Drew, of Cale- 
donia, Washington County, Missouri. 

The contest consisted of ten classes of 
live stock, including one of Aberdeen-Angus 
cows and one of Hereford cows. This medal 
was awarded to Mr. Drew because he placed 
both classes correctly, and gave very logical 
reasons for his placings. No other student 
made as good a record. 

Mr. Drew is a farm-raised boy, from the 
Northeastern border of the Ozark county, 
where he was brought up in the cattle busi- 
ness. 

Medals for judging other classes of live 
stock, were offered in this contest. The con- 
test was held on Thursday, February 25, 
1926, in the Live Stock Pavilion at the Uni- 
versity of Missouri.

Last October we purchased 
from R. R. Blake & Sons, of Dallas Center, 
Iowa, a Blackeap bull and a Blackbird heif- 
er. The bull was sired by Black Benz a prize 
winner which they had purchased at the 
Plummer sale at Marshalltown. When our 
bull was nine months old he weighed 1045 
pounds. He is not fat either so most people 
around here think he is large for his age. 

“I have the heifer we purchased from 
Blakes and one that we raised entered in 
the pure bred heifer club.” 

Young “John” says they would have a 
larger herd if they only had a larger farm 
for them to work on.

OFFICE OF THE SECRETARY 


During the month of February the business of the 
Association showed a marked increase over last year’s 
returns. Applications for registration totaled 4692 
while during February 1925 a total of 1084 applications 
for registry were received. Applications for transfers 
for February totaled 978 compared to 441 received dur- 
ing the same period in 1925. 


The income from registrations, transfers, member- 
ships, sale of herd books and miscellaneous material up 
to March 1st, 1926 totaled $18,491 compared to $10,- 
227.00 for the same period in 1925. 


In addition to the improvement in receipts for the 
association we are pleased to announce that during the 
period from November 1, 1925 to March 18, 1926, sixty 
new members have joined the association. We wish to 
express our appreciation to the members of the associa- 
tion who have taken an active part in helping to increase 
the membership of the association. 


Delay in Issuing Certificates of Registry 
and Transfers. 


There will be some delay in issuing the certificates 
of registry and transfers for applications received after 
February 20th, due to the fact that the office has been 
flooded with applications for registry and transfers be- 


cause of the change in the schedule of fees and the en- 
forcement of Rule 2 after March ist. Every effort will 
be made however to complete this work as soon as pos- 
sible. We hope that the breeders will not become im- 
patient if the certificates are not received in the usual 
time of from three to four weeks after mailing the ap- 
plications. In cases where the certificate of registry 
or certificate of transfer must be’ received at once spec- 
ial consideration will be given upon request. 


In order that we may compile in the office a complete 
record of all public sales of Aberdeen-Angus cattle we 
will appreciate receiving a marked copy of the sale cata- 
log giving the name of the purchaser and price received 
for each animal in all public sales held during the year. 
This information will be of value and interest in con- 
nection with the publicity work of the office. 


Revorts coming to the office indicate that Aberdeen- 
Angus cattle are being more extensively used for boys 
and girls club work than ever before. According to 
precent indications a greater number of calf clubs will 
qualify for special premiums from the association than 
last year. The offering of special prize money for calf 
cluks and a gold watch to the winner of the grand cham- 
pionship if the calf is an Aberdeen-Angus has been a 
means of stimulating greater interest in Aberdeen-An- 
gus cattle among the boys and girls in calf club work.

“Last year the business men of the towns 
of Otter Tail County sponsored a baby beef 
calf club and there were forty-four members 
enrolled. By sponsoring I mean that the 
business men furnished money to buy the 
animals with. The loan was repaid when 
the calves were sold in the fall. We only 
had two Aberdeen-Angus calves last year. 
At the sale in South St. Paul one sold for 
$14.25 a hundred pounds and the other for 
$14.00 a hundred pounds, which was con- 
siderable above the average price. 
“This year we had a number of boys want- 
ing Aberdeen-Angus calves. Eleven head of 
early summer Aberdeen-Angus steers were 
purchased from the Baldwin farms at Ellen- 
dale, North Dakota. These calves were pick- 
ed from the very best herd, and have all the 
appearances of winners if properly cared 
for this summer. These calves were distrib- 
uted last week. We have sixty members 
this year with beef calves.”

Never, in the judgment of shrewd observers, 
will the cattleman of this generation have 
so good a time to get his house in order as 
within the next five to eight years. 

There are some economic problems in this 
business, some questions of ranch manage- 
ment, which are becoming more and more 
vital. The far-sighted men in Texas and in 
other range States have sensed these prob- 
lems clearly and are meeting them. The De- 
partment of Agriculture, moreover, is fully 
alive to these questions and is making every 
effort to help solve them.

from the central, determining factor—the 
size of the calf crop. The department has 
studied the cost of production of more than 
43,000 calves on 84 1anches covering the per- 
iod from 1920 to 1924. Over that period the 
ranches that got an §0 to 90 per cent calf 
crop produced their calves at a net cost of 
$11 per head less than those which only had 
a 50 to 60 per cent calf crop. ' ; 

Range studies in cooperation with the 
Texas Agricultural Experiment Station have 
been established in the Edwards plateau re- 
gion and in the territory west of the Pecos 
River. The work in the Edwards plateau 
involves a study of range live stock produc- 
tion involving beef cattle, sheep, and goats. 
The West Texas work is being confined to 
cattle and is linked up with a southwestern 
survey in representative cattle areas of New 
Mexico and Arizona, which was inaugurated 
since January 1 of this year. It is hoped 
that some suggestions can be made as a re- 
sult of these studies which will make pos- 
sible a lower cost of production and hence 
greater returns for the live stock producer. 

At Big Spring, the department in coop- 
eration with the Texas Agricultural Experi- 
ment Station is now completing a three-year 
steer feeding project. It has been shown 
that it is possible, practical, and profitable 
under normal conditions to fatten steers in 
this section, where considerable milo and 
kafir are produced. This fattening experi- 
ment at Big Spring has shown that when 
prices for grain are not satisfactory farm- 
ers have, to some extent, another outlet for 
it by feeding it to cattle. The experiment 
has been primarily a comparison of sumac 
silage with sumac fodder and cottonseed 
hulls, supplemented with ground milo and 
kafir and cottonseed meal. Last year an 
average daily gain of 2.11 pounds per calf 
was made on a 168-day feed. The calves 
were marketed on May 18, 1925, and topped 
the market. A number of stock yard em- 
ployees remarked that these experimental 
cattle were among the kest cattle seen on 
the Fort Worth market in the last 20 years. 

Grazing experiments of the Forest Service

Basin Experiment Station in Utah, and in 
general studies over Arizona and New Mex- 
ico. 

The Santa Rita Range Reserve has given 
a practical demonstration of the value of 
improved range management. Even during 
the period of depression the stockmen who 
are cooperating there continued to make a 
reasonable profit. Based on actual figures 
for the fenced range on the reserve, where 
the methods developed by the experiments 
have been employed, one herd of 500 cows 
vielded, under present prices, a net profit of 
74% per cent on a total investment of $83 
per head, exclusive of interest and owner’s 
labor. 

The profit from this outfit on the reserve 
is the result of an average annual calf crop, 
over an eight-year period, of almost 80 per 
cent as compared with about 55 per cent on 
the outside range; and of average annual 
losses of about 3% per cent as compared 
with 10 per cent on the outside. tI is the re- 
sult of an improvement in type, grade, and 
condition of the cattle on the reserve until 
calves, yearling steers, and cull cows can be 
sold readily at practically top prices for the 
region compared to average or starvation 
prices on the outside. Four of eight years 
considered were below average in rainfall. 

Strictly conservative stocking of the na- 
tive range forage has probably contributed 
more than any other factor to the financial 
success. Such stocking keeps the native for- 


age grasses in a thrifty, growing condition 
and assures the cheapest possible annual 
supply of feed. It maintains breeding stock 
in good condition throughout the year, keeps 
down losses, insures a maximum calf crop, 
and results in bigger and better animals. It 
eliminates to a large extent the necessity for 
supplemental feeding and insures that stock 
shall be in prime condition for the early 
markets when prices are highest. 

On the Jornada Range Reserve, ten years’ 
experiments have resulted in an average an- 
nual calf crop of about 65 per cent and aver- 
age losses of 1.6 per cent, though seven of 
the ten years were below normal in rainfall. 
These averages compare with an average

annual calf crop of about 45 per cent and 
annual losses of about 7 per cent for repre- 
sentative outfits on southern New Mexico 
ranges during the same period. 

The top carload of weaned calves from 
the reserve herd in 1923 weighed 465 pounds 
and sold as feeders for $26.49 per head at 
the ranch. That year, 50 carloads of steers 
from southern New Mexico, the majority of 
which were twos and up, averaged approxi- 
imately 579 pounds and sold for an average 
of $26.78 per head. Fifteen carloads of 
weaned calves from the region, including 
those from the Jornada, averaged 322 
pounds and brought $19.32 per head. This 
shows a difference in net price of but $7.46 
per head in favor of the older steers, though 
heavy cuts were made on them to eliminate 
undesirables. In the fall of 1924, 100 se- 
lected average heifer and steer calves sold 
from the reserve herd for $22.50 each. 

Although it is difficult to make direct 
comparisons between the Jornada and Santa 
Rita Range Reserve experiments, the results 
supplement and confirm each other. 

Periods of very low rainfall are practical- 
ly a certainty in the Southwest. To insure 
sufficient feed in all years, our experiments 
have shown that the basis of stocking the 
range should be so that 10 to 15 per cent of 
the palatable herbage of the important 
range plants is left unused in the average 
years. The breeding herd should also be lim- 
ited to the number the range forage can 
suport in the lean years. Any excess forage 
in good years may be used by surplus cattle 
which can be disposed of readily in time of 
drouth. 

The department has recently published an 
exhaustive report of an intensive study of 
range watering places in the Southwest. I 
shall not go into that here but it might in- 
terest some of you to have a copy of that 
report. 


The department is interested in the mark- 
eting problems of this territory. It may be 
news to some of you to know that through 
our Bureau of Agricultural Economics a 
leased wire telegraphic market news service 
on live stock, meats, wool, fruits, vegetables, 
and dairy products is maintained daily the 
year round from Kansas City to Fort Worth. 
This wire forms an integral part of the bu- 
reau’s 7,000 mile leased wire system now 
connecting the majority of the more im- 
portant market centers of the country. In 
cooperation with the State of Texas this 
leased wire service is extended from Fort 
Worth to San Antonio, where the Texas De- 
partment of Agriculture, the United States 
Department of Agriculture, and the San An- 
tonio Chamber of Commerce are cooperating 
in market news service activities designed 
more fully to meet the needs of southwest- 
ern live stock producers. 


Through the courtesy of the Star-Tele- 
gram and the Record, at Fort Worth, the de- 
partment’s live stock market news service is 
broadcasting direct from its office at the 
stock yards here over Station WBAP reports 
of receipts, market conditions, and prices of 
all classes and grades of live stock at the 
Fort Worth market. This is done twice 
daily in conjunction with similar reports 
from a number of other large live stock 
market centers. This service program also 
embraces various special reports of particu- 
lar interest to cattlemen, swine producers, 
and sheep and wool growers. Additional 
live stock market radio broadcasts are made 
from the material taken from the Federal- 
State leased wire at San Antonio, being 
handled through Station WOAI in that city. 

A recent addition to the regular program 
service as broadcast from Fort Worth con- 
sists of the weekly Southwestern Range 
Condition report and country live stock

One of the problems of commerce has | 
ways been to develop a common trade tae, 
uage which is understood alike by buyer a 
seller.

ards. We have used this system in the con. 
duct of our market reporting service on live 
stock and dressed meats for the past seven 
vears, and it seems to have given entire gat. 
isfaction. 


The plan of grading adopted is very simple 
and one with which most of you are, no 
doubt, already familiar. The same three 
grade factors have been selected for both 
cattle and beef. These are conformation 
finish, and quality. Conformation covers the 
general outline or contour of the live animal 
the dressed carcass, or the cut of meat. Fin. 
ish is fat. Quality in beef has to do with 
such matters as_ tenderness, flavor, and 
marbling, and in the live animal with the ex- 
ternal evidences of these real factors of 
quality. Every animal and every carcass 
possess these characteristics in some degree 
or other. The degree of these various fact: 
ors determines the grade. 

There is no need for me to dwell upon the 
importance of this matter of standardiza- 
tion. Members of this organization have 
amply demonstrated it. So far as I am 
aware, Texas offers the only example of sue- 
cessful conduct of a mail order business in 
cattle on a commercial scale. The reputa- 
tion of several organizations in the State for 
producing highly standarized types and 
grades of cattle is such that corn belt feed-

Fur- 
thermore, he has been obliged to adapt his 
operations to finish off a high-grade, light- 

‘eight animal such as will meet the modern 
ais requirements in the way of 
steaks and roasts. The feeder must conform 
ri consumer demands. In turn, the ranch- 
man whose market is in the Corn Belt must 

yoduce the kind of animal that will suit the 
feeder there. Dairy herds alone furnish a 
vast amount of by-product beef. There is 
little profit to the range country today in 
producing low-grade stuff to compete with 
this discarded dairy stock. The long-time 
stabilitv of the beef cattle industrv depends 
in no small measure upon production of a 
yeally high grade of beef animal. 

I have dwelt especially upon some of the 
problems of production for I believe that 
these will make or break an increasing num- 
ber of individuals as time goes on. The thing 
I want to emphasize is that we can not 
change the broad trend of affairs. What 
we can do is to discover and follow up those 
methods which pay best under going condi- 
tions. Efficiency counts for just as. much 
as it ever did, and inefficiency in this cat- 
tle game is coming to be very heavily pen- 
alized. : 

Texas has not been backward in adjusting 
to the changing influences of the market. I 
am told that whereas a few vears ago the 
market receipts here at Fort Worth ran as 
high as 40 per cent steers, in recent years 
steers represent less than 10 per cent while 
cows and heifers—largely discarded breed-

ing stock from Texas ranches—make up 75 
to 80 per cent of the total. The aged steer 
business has given way to the feeder steer 
and calf trade. In other words, the far- 
sighted men of this territory have sensed 
accurately the trend in market demands. Af- 
ter that the problem is one of efficient pro- 
duction. 


Since the size of the calf crop is the main 
controllable factor that determines profit or 
loss, let us look that fact in the face and do 
what we can to get a larger per cent calf 
crop. I know that there are difficulties 
about this, financial and otherwise. But 
there are still more embarrassing difficul- 
ties in store for the man who does not take 
this seriously. We have got to reckon with 
such questions as having the right propor- 
tion of bulls to cows. We have got to keep 
breeding herds in condition. The majority 
of ranches will in time so regulate the breed- 
ing program as to have calves dropped dur- 
ing a favorable season and they will cut out 
the barren or i1regular cows as a matter of 
course. The department’s studies through- 
out the range country have disclosed many 
keen men who manage their business with 
an eye to every one of these factors of ef- 
ficiency. Such men are the ones who will 
be attending meetings like this 20 years 
hence. They are the ones who will survive. 


As to the immediate outlook in the cattle 
market, let me quote briefly from a state- 
ment issued last month by the Department 
of Agriculture: 

“During the first half of 1926, market re- 
ceipts of slaughter cattle are expected to be 
about the same as in 1925 with prospects 
favoring somewhat heavier supplies of grass 
cattle this spring from the Southwest. Av- 
erage weights may be somewhat less than a 
vear ago, but average finish and quality will 
be somewhat better. Average prices are ex- 
pected to show a gradual upward trend al- 
though with adequate supplies available no 
sensational advances are in sight. 

“During the last half of 1926, total mark- 
et receipts of cattle are expected to fall con- 
siderably below those of 1925. Marketings 
of range cattle are expected to be materially 
less, but the number of grain-finished cat- 
tle may show an increase. 

“Calf slaughter in 1926 is likely to be less 
than in 1925. No marked shortage of veal, 
however, is anticipated. Presumably, the 
total tonnage of beef available for consump- 
tion in 1926 will be considerably less than in 
1925, during which it was much larger than 
for any other year in the past five.” 

If we compare the prices of beef cattle 
with the prices of other general commodi- 
ties, we find that the purchasing power of 
cattle rises and falls in a fairly definite cy- 
cle. There have been three such complete 
cycles in the purchasing power of cattle 
since 1880. On the average, the curve rises 
for about eight years and falls for about 
eight years. The last high point was in 1915 
and the last low point in 1928. If history 
repeats itself, we may expect the economic 
position of the cattleman to be an improv- 
ing one during the next five or six years. 
But if history repeats itself, there will then 
be another downward swing. 

I am an optimist on the cattle situation. 
The tide has turned and better times are 
clearly ahead. But future stability in this 
industry depends greatly on how we utilize 
these next five years. The man who sees 
now only an opportunity to pursue an un- 
reckoning, exploitive system, will be lucky if 
he escapes trouble. But for the cattleman 
who is determined to build up a high grade 
herd, to cut his unit costs, to get his pro- 
duction on a plane of real and lasting effic- 
iency, it would seem that the opportunity of 
a generation lies just ahead.
